moving along with the regularity of 
clock-work, and the bins ofraisins and, 
dried fruit that meet the eyo ou the 
third and fourth floors of the factory 
are 
almost 
enough 
to discredit 
the 


statement that the grapes, apples and 
pears from whioti it was 
made 
hung 


on the parent stem less than 
a week 


ago. 
An Idea of the rapidity 
with 


which the 
Alden 
process 
preserves 


fruit may be derived from this fact: 
At four o'clock on Friday afternoon 
Mr. Williams brought to the factory 
a quantity of figs fresh 
picked from 


trees. 
These 
figs were put through 


tbe evaporating 
process 
during the 


night and at 9 o'clock next morning 
a box of them driedand neatly packed 
were 
on exhibition 
in 
the 
pavil- 


lion, where 
they 
were 
pronounced 


a first-class article by our best judges. 
To many this statement will seem 
In- 


credible, but it is trueiu every respect. 
At the factory there 
are 
a couple of 


tonsot raisins 
made from the white 


muscat 
grape and 
perhaps three tons 


of Mission grape raisins 
which will 


be packed 
aud shipped 
to San Fran- 


cisco in a few days. 
Mr. Davis exhib- 


ited a box of raisins 
picked from the 


stems 
before 
curing. 
They 
were a 


splendid 
sight, 
and 
a 
trial proved 


them as rich to the taste as they were 
beautiful to the eye. 
There 
is also a 


large quantity of pear ready for pack- 
ing. 
The receiving department of the 


factory Is well stocked 
with grapes, 


figs and pears aud more fruit is arriv- 
ing every hour. 
The evaporators 
are 
fullof grapes iv the different stages 
of curing and a number of girls are 
constantly employed in washing and 
laying 
the fruit on the wire screens 


which carry it from the top to the bot- 
tom of the evaporators. 
Mr. Davis 


has assumed 
charge of the establish- 
ment in person, and is confident that 
he is able to place in the market Alden 
prepared 
fruit which cannot be 
sur- 
passed in any respect by the factories 
of other portions of tbe State. 


Los Angeles Valley Apples. 


Many yearn ago 
somebody 
deter- j 


ruined not to be pleased with Califor- 
nia products, 
went back 
to the other 


side and said it was true that Califor- 
nia produced the largest fruit in the 
world but that its size and beauty was 
all there was of it; that it was 
ho 


wanting in flavor as to be almost taste- 
less. 
This story was hauded 
around 


and finallyfound a place in the col- 
umns 
of the newspapers, 
where 
of 


course, everybody read it. 
From that 


day to this, there 
have been many 


aniojig our visitors who cannot 
And 


the rich flavor of the New England 
fruit In the apples and peaches of Cal- 
ifornia. 
We have not tasted Eastern 


fruit fora score of years, 
and cannot, 


of course, 
set up as 
a judge of It, but 


we have always had a suspicion 
that 


California fruit was as luscious 
and 


delicately flavored as that ofany other 
portion of the world, and within the 
past few weeks we have experimented 
on the palates of gentlemen from Can- 
ada 
and 
the 
Northeastern 
States, 


where they grow as fine flavored 
ap- 


ples and peaches 
as can be found any- 


where. 
Theso 
gentlemen 
after 
test- 


ing our fruit pronounced 
it equal In 


flavor to any they have 
ever tasted. 


This 
explodes 
the old 
story 
about 


tasteless fruit. 
Now a word as to Los 


Angeles peaches. 
It has been said 
so 


often that people who do not investi- 
gate for themselves 
have come to be- 


lieve it that our temperate 
zone fruits 


are not of fine flavor. 
We never 
be- 


lieved this and in the other case we 
have taken some 
pains to collect in- 


formation 
on 
the 
subject. 
Some 


weeks 
since Mr. Shaw 
of this city 


brought to the Hehai.d 
office a bas- 


ket 
of as 
large and 
fine 
flavored 


peaches 
as can be 
produced 
from 
a 


New England orchard. 
This was the 


opinion of half a dozen 
disinterested 


judges.
